For tbo Protection of Uamc. 


A bill is now pending before the state 


legislature for the protsction of game, the 
provisions of which will undoubtedly in- 
terest many ol the sportsmen in this vi. 
cinity. The bill provides for the appoint- 
ment of a game-keeper in each congres- 
sional diotrict at a salary not to exceed 
if5CO per year and S200 each for expends. 
Each game-keeper shall designate to the1 


governor a competent person for each 
county in his district for the office o 
game constable. It shall be tho duty ol 
the game-keeper also to give his undi- 
vided attention to the enactment of the 
game laws of the state, through his as- 
sistants; to search out and ,"proaecute all 
trespassers and offenders against the fish 
and game laws of the state within, his 
county, such action to be brought before 
any court having jurisdiction over like 
offenses wherein the district attorney ia 
the [prosecuting officer, the same con- 
stable being liable to a penalty of S23 Tor 
each and every case he fails to prosecute 
after reliable information has come to' his 
knowledge. All fines collected by the 
game constable in each county in pur- 
suance to tha act, and paid into his hand, 
shall be divided, the one-halt being ro- 


d by him in addition to his fees us 


compensation, and the other halt to be 
transmitted to the state game keeper of 
ais district, to be fay him sent to the state 
treasurer, ea herein provided, j
